WASHINOTON. May 16 tfl-j— De- 
claring that sugar growers should 
not be faced with "uncertainly," the 
senate appropriations committee 
has moved to guarantee paytr 
authorised for farmers under 
sugar act. 

It had before It testimony th 
will be at least IDia before the 
world has nn adequate sugar supply. 

The committee struck Irom the 
ho uae -passed agriculture depart- 
ment appropriations bill a provision 
that none ol the lunds could be 
used for payments In amounts In 
excess ot those found necessary to 
provide returns to producers equiva- 
lent to those contemplated under 
the 1D1S support payment programs 
apprtned by the stabilliatlon ad- 
ministrator. 

The bill appropriates (53,500,000 

In reporting tlie amended bill to 
the senate, the committee ei- 
plalned: 

"The sugar act provides that In 
consideration of compliance by beet 
and cano farmen with certain con- 
dlUons Imposed by the department, 
• condlUonil payment shall be made 
as a reward to the growen, which 
Increasea the grawen' return." 

Additional Incentive pajmenli 
were made to growers during the 
war, outside of the »ugar act. and 
these may be wlthdravn by the ag- 
riculture department at atiy time, 
the committee staled, adding; 

"However, the lundamentoj pay.

Eldon bulU an air- 
park— a name e6lncd lo deslRnale a .^mall 
simple landing Held sufficient to the need of 
small planes— which will be detllcated next 
month. It wa.i financed by a $25,000 munici- 
pal bond Issue which costs the Eldon taxpay- 
er about one extra mill on every tax dollar. 

Such nn Investment would Rccm to bo i 
sound one. An airpnrk in a smaller commu 
nity will attract buslne.ss to the fleiti Just a.i 
an airport does In a big city. It will help pro- 
vide ]obs for the many alr-mlnded and air- 
trained veterans who de.^lrc to remain In avi- 
ation. It will bring new money ami new peo- 
ple to town. 

And, In a small way, it should help to 
speed the day of safer, cheaper private flying 
for the many who are eagerly looking forward 
to a plane of their own.

MESSAGE TO STALIN 
Tho aplrlt of May day In Moscow seemed 
Bomawhat militaristic, aenerallssimo Stalin's 
order of tho day cautioned tho people that 
"we miFst constantly be alert to look after the 
armed forces In defense of our country." One 
of. the day's mottoes was: "Let's not permit 
the Instigators of new wars to threaten the 
peaceful existence of nations!" 

But the spirit of nya Ehrenburg. fatSTbus 
Russian Journalist, seemed paclllstic on May 
day, when ho was Interviewed In New York. 
Said Mr. Ehrenburg. "In my country the peo- 
ple have not much antipathy toward your 
country. They suffered so that now the war 
Is over, they want their families, books, peace. 
To speak of war against the Americans Is 
Idiotic." 

Since Mr. Ehrenburg often expresses the 
official Russian view, and since he Is being 
permitted to travel here on a non-mllltary 
mission— which Is quite unusual— It may be 
assumed that his statement was not a con- 
tradiction of Soviet policy. 

Yet Generalissimo Stalin on several occa- 
clons haa planted tho fear of war in the minds 
of his people. He has spoken of "capitalistic 
encirclement" and of "preparing for any 
eventuality." But from whom does he fear 
attack? It must be the United States, for no 
other country would dare challenge Russia 
alone, nor would any other country make 
auch a challenge without American support. 

Therefore, we hope that Mr. Ehrenburg will 
talk to enough Americans, plain citizens as 
well as officials, to be able to take back to 
Piremler Stalin a true account of American 
feeling, vbleh might be expressed In a mea- 
aage paraphrasing Mr. Ehrenburg's words- 

"In our country the people do not have 
much antipathy toward your people. We did 
not Buffer as the RusalanB did. But now that 
Uie war Is over, we too want our families, : 
. . books,. DMCB. To .apeak of wor-ogalnst the 
Buaslana la Idiotic."
